They sat down to their noonday meal 


and had porksteak, cooked cabbage, pota- 
toes, bread and coffee. 
The meat was 


purchased at a neighboring butcher a few 
hours before. 
All oC the family partook 


heartily of the dinner, except the old gen- 
tleman himself, who ate no meat at all. 


-Before they had finished eating one of 


the children complained of pains in the 
stomach. 
Immediately others complained 


until all except Mr. Salbreiter wcro in 
/earful agony. The pains were followed 


j by violent vomiting, which relieved them 


for only a moment or nvrc.vliua the pains 


j would become worse. 
A physician was 


| hastily dispatched for mid Dr. Sftucr hur- 


! ried to the home. He made a ' hasty ex- 
amination and at once pronounced it 
arsenical poisoning. Antidotes were ad- 
ministered and in u short-time most of the 
family were out of danger except u young 
lady. It appeared to effect her more than 
it did any of the rest and It was thought 
at one time that she would not survive, 
but toward evening her condition im- 
proved so that she was pronounced to lx> 
out of danger. This morning the family 
arc up and about, but the young lady is 
confined to her bed. 


The doctor states that there is no doubt 


whatever that it was arsenical poisoning, 
but how did the arsenic get iiy-o the food? 
It could not have been in the potatoes, 
for tncy have been eating potatoes-out of 
the same bin all fall and winter. Then 
Mr .Salbreiter was uot affected in the 
least and ate even-thing on the table ex- 
cept ineac 
All the others partook of the 


pork and became sick, so that it must 
have coutttinsd arsenic. 
The doctor's 


theory is that the porker had eaten pcta- 
toes saturated witli arsenic, which had 
.radiated all through the animal's system. 
During the hot and dry summer that we 
have- experienced much pans green was 
sprinkled upon potato plants to kill the 
bugs. 
The paris green, which is mostly 


composed of arsenic, naturally accumula- 
ted on the ground aud the first heavy rain 
that occurred tho poison soaked into tlie 
earth to the depth of the growing potatoes 
and became absorbed into thorn. 
After- 


wards hogs had eaten the arsenic satura- 
ted potatoes, 


The young lady had eatoii tho meat 


from the bono, and as aivenicaccumnlates 
iu the bone lo a greater extent, this is at- 
tributed to hor being affected the most. 


Dr. Situer procured some of the meat 


aud will have it amdyzed. Of course tlie 
butcher is blameless, as ho was not aware 
that he was buying arsenic saturated 
hogs. 
Then there is a possibility that the 


poison raight huvo got into tho food in 
some other way.

How to Build on IceJiounc anil How and 


When to Fill It. 


Tho simplest kind of a structure will 


keep ice. A cheap bdard building with 
cracks battened will answer tho pur- 
pose, for a permanent house it is well 
;o build a brick or stono fcundc-tion 
nnd ~o bed

more rapid growing varieties oil poul-

There had, however, been n gront 
revolution there, and then cnmo on us n 
great invasion of Japanese jugglers nml 
acrobats nnd little Tommy All-Hlght was 
the pet of all tho Indies and greatly cele- 
brated in tho daily papers. Sow tho Japs 
nro our neighbors, and central Asia is trav- 
c-scd by bicyclers, tlio British nro prasslnR 
into China from three sides, nnd what s 
to bo the longest railroad in tho world IE 
being pushed eastward from Russia into 
what wns called "tho breeding ground ol 
barbarians."
